MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

An  extension  to  the  Municipal  caravan  site  at  Brownfield 
Gardens  (formerly  known  as  the  Larchfield  Estate  caravan  site) 
became  available  for  occupation  during  September  and  provided 
accommodation  for  an  additional  28  caravans. 

A start  was  also  made  on  reducing  the  number  of  caravans 
on  the  Tyrrells  Buildings  site  which  the  Council  have  decided  to 
develop  for  other  purposes. 

As  the  following  table  indicates,  the  total  number  of  caravans 
stationed  in  the  Borough  has  increased  by  seven,  but  the  number 
of  applicants,  with  local  connections,  who  are  waiting  for  vacan- 
cies on  the  municipal  sites,  shows  no  sign  of  diminishing  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  Council  will  consider  a further  extension  of 
the  Brownfield  Gardens  site  during  the  coming  year. 

Strict  supervision  is  exercised  over  all  caravans  and  caravan 
sites  in  the  Borough  and  637  visits  and  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year  by  the  sanitary  inspectors.  Contraventions  of 
licensing  conditions  and  site  rules  were  chiefly  minor  in  character 
and  quickly  rectified.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  SAMPLES. 
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The  four  samples  of  milk  which  failed  to  pass  the  phospha- 
tase test  were  taken  from  the  pasteurising  plant  at  a local  dairy. 

An  investigation  into  the  cause  of  these  failures  revealed  that 
during  diversion,  drops  of  unpasteurised  milk  occasionally  splashed 
from  the  flow  diversion  trough  into  the  cooling  section  of  the  plant 
and  accumulated  sufficiently  during  a prolonged  diversion  to  give 
an  unsatisfactory  phosphatase  reading. 

Prolonged  tests  were  carried  out  by  the  manufacturers  of  the 
plant,  an  adjustment  was  made  to  the  diversion  trough  actuating 
arm,  and  a new  type  of  diversion  trough  was  fitted. 

These  alterations  appear  to  have  eliminated  the  splashing  and 
all  samples  taken  subsequently  have  been  satisfactory. 

BIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  SAMPLES 
FOR  PRESENCE  OF  TUBERCLE  BACILLd. 

One  sample  of  milk  was  submitted  for  biological  examination. 

The  report  indicated  that  the  milk  was  not  infected  with 
Tubercle  Bacilli.

Routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  all  registered  food 
premises  and  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  requirements 
of  the  byelaws  relating  to  the  handling  and  wraping  of  food  at  all 
food  premises. 

The  standard  maintained  has,  in  general,  been  very 
satisfactory.

A satisfactory  standard  has  been  maintained  in  the  17  bake- 
houses in  the  Borough.  A total  of  43  inspections  was  made  during 
the  year. 

FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  UNSOUND  FOOD. 


A total  of  180  visits  have  been  made  for  the  primary  purpose 
of  inspecting  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale,  including  inspections 
at  school  canteens.

Three  premises  are  registered  under  Section  2 of  the  Rag

satisfactory  standard. 


SWIMAIING  POOL. 

I'our  samples  of  water  from  the  Councirs  swimming  pool 
where  the  watei*  undergoes  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination, 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  of  the  samples 
were  satisfactory. 


XLTSAFX'E  FROM  TIPPING  OF  REFUSE  IN  WATER. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  report  for  last  year  to  a serious 
nuisance  from  smell  which  arose  from  the  wet  tipping  of  trade 
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waste  into  worked-out  gravel  pits  and  to  the  success  of  the  action 
taken  to  deal  with  the  nuisance. 

Tipping  operations  and  the  condition  of  the  water  continued 
to  be  closely  supervised  during  the  year  under  review  and  no 
further  complaint  has  been  received  or  nuisance  experienced. 

Work  has  proceeded  on  the  division  of  the  larger  pit  into 
three  lagoons  and  one  barrier  has  already  been  completed,  several 
thousand  tons  of  clean  material  having  been  used  for  the  purpose. 

The  condition  of  the  water  itself  had  improved  to  such  a 
degree  that  it  was  possible  to  discontinue  pumping  operations  in 
September.  Subsequent  analyses  have  indicated  that  the  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  the  water  has  been  maintained. 

Whilst  the  possibility  of  further  nuisance  will  not  be  entirely 
eliminated  until  the  wet  tipping  stage  has  been  completed,  I feel 
confident,  in  the  light  of  recent  experience,  that  efficient  control  can 
be  exercised  over  these  operations  in  such  a way  as  to  reduce 
future  risk  to  negligible  proportions. 

Experimental  work  under  similar  circumstances  carried  out  in 
another  part  of  the  country  has  demonstrated  the  effectiveness  of 
adding  chromate  to  the  water  in  order  to  counteract  nuisance. 

Chromate  has  been  shown  to  have  an  inhibiting  effect  on  the 
sulphur  reducing  organisms  but  its  use  is  not  recommended  where 
there  is  danger  of  polluting  water  supplies.  This  fact  precludes  its 
use  in  connection  with  our  own  problem,  where  the  water  level 
fluctuates  with  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  subsoil  water  level.

WINDSOR  RURAL  DISTRICT 


A piped  supply  exists  throiigliout  the  District  except  at  Friary 
Island  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor,  where  shallow  tube  wells  are 
in  use,  supplies  from  which  are  periodically  sampled  with  satis- 
factory results. 

The  well  water  supply  to  a large  educational  Establishment 
referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1953  at  Page  94  was  improved,  during 
the  year  under  review,  by  alteration  to  the  service  pipes,  renewal 
of  pumps,  and  rendering  the  upper  part  of  the  well  structure. 
Routine  samples  from  the  supply  continue  to  be  taken  and  have 
been  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  6 samples  were  taken  from  the  Public  Supply 
in  this  District  and  8 from  well  supplies.

SANITARY  MATTERS  REQUIRING  ATTENTION. 


Sewering  of  Earleydene  Estate,  Sunningdale. 

This  is  referred  to  at  page  105  of  the  Report  for  1953  and 
was  previously  referred  to  at  page  90  in  the  1950  Report.  It  is 
submitRd  that  serious  attention  should  again  be  given  to  provid- 
ing main  sewers  to  serve  this  Estate,  which  comprises  16  detached 
dwellings  now  drained  to  various  types  of  septic  tanks  without 
adequate  effluent  disposal. 


Ihere  are  some  46  properties,  including  the  above  mentioned 
Estate,  in  the  sewered  parts  of  the  District  which  are  not  connected 
to  the  main  sewers  by  reason  of  their  siting,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
Grants  now  available  for  such  work  may  induce  owners  to  take 
steps  to  connect  their  premises  where  gradients  allow. 


Public  Conviences. 


The  provision  o f public  Sanitary  Conveniences  at  Ascot, 
referred  to  at  page  105  in  the  Report  for  1953,  progressed  still 
further  during  the  year  under  review,  and  by  the  time  this  Report 
is  in  print,  the  conAenienees  will,  in  all  probability,  be  in  use. 
There  now  remains  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor,  in  which  coiiAmni- 
ences  for  the  use  of  the  public  are  due  to  be  proAdded.  Prior  to 
the  sewering  of  the  parish  this  matter  presented  some  difiiculties, 
but  it  should  now  be  considered  as  a sanitary  matter  requiring 
attention. 
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PROVISION  OF  SEWERS  IN  THE  PARISH  OF 

OLD  WINDSOR. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  was 
completed  in  July  1954,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  438 
premises  were  connected.  This  occasioned  a considerable  amount 
of  work  for  the  Department  in  the  examination  of  plans  and 
inspection  of  work,  but  it  was  gratifying  to  note  the  response  of 
so  many  householders  to  the  information  and  ''Advice  Circulars” 
sent  to  them. 

So  far  the  matter  of  requiring  connections  has  been  dealt  with 
as  informally  as  possible  but  the  Council  have  powers  under 
Section  94  of  the  Berks  County  Council  Act  1953,  to  require  the 
connection  of  house  drains  to  main  sewers  where  these  have  been 
provided.

REPORT  ON  THE  WATER  SUPPLY  BY  THE 

WATER  ENGINEER. 


The  volume  of  water  produced  during'  tlie  year  from  the 
Council’s  two  sources  was  409,045,000  gallons  and  the  total  mile- 
age of  mains  is  now  139.43,  an  increase  of  3.43  miles.  New  con- 
nections to  mains  supply  numbered  426. 

The  year  has  been  a busy  one  with  numerous  small  main 
extensions  for  new  housing  with  a correspondingly  increased 
demand  for  new  services  and  tappings. 

The  most  notable  improvement  in  the  distribution  of  water 
has  been  the  laying  of  a new  6"  dia.  main  from  Farley  Hill  Water 
Tower  to  link  with  the  existing  6"  dia.  main  near  Swallowfield 
Village.  This  work  has  enabled  greatly  improved  supplies  to  he 
furnished  in  the  Swallowfield  and  Riseley  districts  where  pressure 
formerly  failed  in  hot  weathei’  during  the  hours  of  peak  demand. 
The  improvement  has,  however,  thrown  a considerable  strain  on  the 
small  pumps  at  Arborfield  Boosting  Station  which  supplies  the 
Farley  Hil]  Tower  and  nev^  pumps  of  greater  capacity  will  have 
to  be  installed. 

The  general  distribution  system  throughout  the  district  is  to 
be  reviewed  in  order  to  investigate  the  adequacy  of  the  existing 
trunk  mains  to  cope  with  future  increases  in  water  consumption. 
Three  recording  meters  will  be  required  for  installation  on  trunk 
mains  for  the  purpose  of  this  investigation. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  report  for  1953  of  the  need  for 
augmentation  of  the  Council’s  resources  by  further  capital  works. 
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and  investigations  and  considei'ation  of  this  problem  are  still  pro- 
ceeding.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  good  progress  in  the  laying  of  the  sewers  for  part  of  the 
Woodley  area  was  unfortunately  not  maintained  and  it  is  only 
now  possible  to  report  that  the  scheme  will  soon  be  sufficiently  far 
advanced  for  connections  to  be  made  to  the  sewers.  The  Loddon 
Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  the  Marsh  Farm  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  are,  howe\er,  almost  ready  to  be  put  into  use;  disposal  of 
sewage  from  the  Mill  Lane  area  by  irrigation  on  the  Gipsy  Lane 
site  will  then  cease  and  the  site  will  be  transferred  to  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  use  exclusively  for  the  disposal  of  cesspool 
sewage.  It  should,  therefore,  not  now  be  long  before  the  tem- 
porary disposal  sites  at  B.C.M.  Estate,  Woodley  School;  Blasketts, 
Posters  Lane;  and  Cooks  Estate,  Warren  Road,  can  be  dispensed 
with  by  connecting  to  the  imblic  sewers. 

It  is  anticipated  also  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Pine- 
wood  Area  of  Wokingham  Without  will  be  available  for  connection 
by  August  1955. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  Government  approval  to  the 
extension  of  the  Woodley  Contract  with  Messrs.  W.  & C.  French, 
Ltd.  has  been  granted  and  that  the  work  of  laying  the  subsidiary 
sewers  can  be  commenced. 

A contract  has  also  been  entered  into  for  the  construction  of 
the  second  stage  of  the  Marsh  Farm  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
work  has  commenced  on  this. 

The  Parrot  Farm  Sewage  Works  at  Shinfield  has  continued 
to  cause  anxiety  and  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  effluent  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  but  it  is  thought 
likely  that  the  construction  of  the  Shinfield  Pumping  Station  and 
outfall  sewer  to  Marsh  Farm  will  receive  Government  sanction. 
The  completion  of  this  portion  of  the  Shinfield  Main  Drainage 
Scheme  will  enable  the  Parrot  Farm  Works  to  be  dispensed  with.

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REPORT  OF  4MIE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

1954  was  probably  the  worst  year  we  have  had  for  some  time 
from  the  rainfall  aspect  which  has  a g^reat  bearing  on  the  calls 
upon  this  service. 

Tlie  following  table  shows  tlie  disposal  at  the  various  sites 
in  the  Rural  District  and  it  is  notable  that  due  to  the  rainfall  the 
amount  tipped  on  fields  is  less,  and  similarly  Gipsy  Lane  Site  has 
had  to  take  more,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  not  been  able  to 
tip  in  the  Shinfield  area  during  the  wet  summer.

Idle  most  pleasing  factor  with  this  service  is  that  although 
the  number  of  crews  and  vehicles  employed  has  been  reduced  by 
one,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  amount  of  sewage  dis- 
posed of  is  greater.  This  has  been  due  to  the  efficient  operation 
of  the  fleet  which  now  includes  five  oil  engined  S.D.  cesspool 
emptiers. 

Main  sewerage  is  being  dealt  with  in  the  more  urban  parts  of 
the  area  but  cesspool  emptying  will  remain  a problem  for  many 
years  to  come.  What  was  considered  the  Rural  parts  of  the 
district  has  nov/  been  developed  more  and  more,  and  in  a number 
of  these  areas  there  is  no  likelihood  of  main  drainage  for  many 
years  to  come.  During  the  year  over  15,000  properties  have  been 
dealt  with  and  the  Council’s  scheme  gives  a rate  borne  emptying 
upon  application  not  more  frequently  than  once  in  every  eight 
weeks. 

1 ) R Y S C A V EN  G I NG . 

The  rapid  growth  of  this  district  throws  a direct  increase  on 
the  work  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal.  The  Council  have 
throughout  the  year  maintained  in  all  the  Parishes  a weekly  kerb- 
side  collection  and  the  number  of  lorries  engaged  whole  time  on 
this  work  is  now  six,  with  one  vehicle  in  resei’ve.  The  biggest 
problem  facing  the  Council  at  the  present  time  are  disposal  sites, 
and  attempts  are  being  made  to  obtain  a large  site  at  Yv'oodley 
winch  is  ideal  in  relation  to  the  size  of  the  disti'ict  and  Avill  permit 
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the  use  of  mechanised  handling'  for  disposal. 

Duing  the  past  year  5,000  yards  of  refuse  more  than  in  the 
previous  years  have  _ been  disposed- of.  This  is  of  course  more 
ttian  the  percentage  increase  due  to  new  properties  and  is  larn-elv 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  Council  are  now  taking  in 
retuse  from  the  two  large  military  establishments  in  the  area. 

Salvage  Disposal. 


J he  market  for  salvage  materials  is  now  improving.  Durino' 
the  past  year  272  tons  of  salvage  material  was  disposed  of  a 
reduction  of  9 tons  on  the  previous  year.  The  receipts,  however 
were  kloO  more  at  £1,860. 

The  Ckiinicil  operated  a bonus  scheme  for  their  employees 
whicji  in  the  past  year  amounted  to  £144.  ’
